with people. In the course of a 
long life I have seen many im- 
portant events in Washington, but 
never have I seen a crowd such 
as lined the whole route between 
the Union station and the White 
House yesterday.

Bustling Activity. 

His Queen, Elizabeth, demure 
in white silk and a white picture 
hat, Mrs. Roosevelt in pink and

Panorama of History 
Two smiling men on Thursday in Washington 


punctuated a chapter in history that had been 
more than 800 years in the writing. As they 
clasped hands, thoughts flashed back across the 
panorama of history, packed with the drama 


of the building of the world’s greatest civiliza- . 


tion. They. met as men meet in friendship, 
almost casually, yet their handshake. .was 
fraught with pregnant meaning for the future 
of this civilization their nations have builded. 

The crescendo of history that reached its 
climax in the capital of the United States of 
America had its distant origins in the battle of 
Hastings, in 1066. The stern military rule of 
William the Norman in the lands of the Saxons 
bred a resentment that to this day has found 
its expression in the freedom-loving soul of 
the English-speaking peoples of the world. 

It was this heritage that found new meaning 
in the colonies of George III and in the em- 
battled stand of 70 New Englanders at Lexing- 
ton in the fateful year of 1775. Bitter Samuel 
Adams and Free Trader John Hancock had 
stirred up the sleeping brew of a turbulent an- 
cestry; the sharp pen of Thomas Paine had 
prodded people “much addicted to the tender 
scenes of domestic felicity” into action—and 
the fat was in the fire, roused into flame by the 
inspiration of Breed’s Hill, more popularly 
recorded as Bunker Hill. The Continental Con- 
gress which first gathered in 1774 returned in 


1776 to find a full-fledged war on its hands. 


Great Britain, already involved in a War of 
world-wide magnitude, finally yielded at York- 
town in 1782, surrendering the colonies so that 
the greater threat of France could be met and 
crushed. 

From that day until the administration of 
Theodore Roosevelt, relations between the two 
nations resembled those of two fishwives, bick- 
ering over first this and then that, fighting a 
second war—again won by the United States 
because the mother country was still engaged 
in the perennia] conflict with France. Wash- 
ington was burned and Francis Scott Key spent 
his terrible night of waiting off Baltimore, pen- 
ning the immortal song which yesterday greeted 
the King of England at the threshold of a Wash- 
ington more beautiful than the dreams of any 
colonist could conceive. 

In 1837 there came the opera bouffe expedi- 
tion to “aid” Canadians revolting against the 
crown. One man settled that little trouble, 
Van Buren dispatching General Winfield Scott 
—“Old Fuss and Feathers”—to pacify the fron- 
tier, and later to settle still other bickering be- 
tween the state of Maine and the province of 
New Brunswick over a matter of land. Then, 
of course, came the “54-40 or Fight’ belliger- 
ency. 

The last serious conflict between the nations 
came as the aftermatn of the operations of 
Confederate raiders from British ports, settled 
in 1871. 

The friendship that exists today did not 
find deep root until the days of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Kipling, who perhaps did more 
than any other man to bring to the realization 
of the man in the street that he and his British 
brothers were much akin, just as the Colonel's 
lady and Judy O'Grady. 


Modern communications and common ideals 
have cemented that friendship and so the 


great-great-great-grandson of George III comes 
to Washington to open a new chapter in tne 
history of mankind. In a world bristling with 
arms, he crossed a border guarded only by the 
rust of long-stilled cannon. History burst like 
thunder across the years. The flags still fly, 
but side by side, as rode the sovereign represen- 
tatives of the world's greatest nations.

- Speed. Trap? 

Charges that incorporated town of North 
Atlanta has operated a so-called “speed trap” 
on motorists passing through bring to public 
notice once again the topic of enforcement of 
traffic regulations. 

The reduced speed limit in the city of At- 
lanta proper, now set at 25 miles per hour, has 
undoubtedly proved a blessing. It has made 
the streets safer for both autoists and pedes- 
trians and it has been a primary cause in the 
lowering of the death and accident rates for 
this year. 

There are, however, other rules of traffic 
which are noticeable in Atlanta only by their 
violation. It.is a rare motorist who obeys the 
ordinance requiring a complete stop before mak- 
ing a right turn’ on a red light, for instance. 
And far too many drivers apparently know 
nothing about staying in their proper traffic 
lane on a four-lane street. As a result traffic 
is slowed, interminably, while cars are blocked 
behind drivers attempting a left turn from the 
outer lane, or a right turn from the inner. 

Traffic lights and stop signs are obeyed by 
the great majority, except when stop signs are 
located in places where there is no reasonable 
excuse. It is but human nature, in such circum- 
stances, to obey the rules of safe driving rather 
than to observe the unnecessary regulation to 
the letter. 

Atlanta’s traffic police have been guilty 
themselves of operating “traps” for motorists. 
Technically guilty drivers, caught in infraction 
of some minor rule, have, by the hundreds, paid 
their fines at the city traffic court. These fines 
are comparatively small, to be sure, and con- 
stitute no burden to the average man or woman, 
But they do pinch, severely, in some cases. 

Whether or not such a method of enforce- 
ment brings desirable results is open to debate, 
from both sides. Undoubtedly the driver caught 
in any violation, and fined, is apt to be meticu- 
lous in his observations of the rules for some 
time to come. On the other hand many drivers, 
thus trapped and penalized, feel so much re- 
sentment at the patent injustice, they jose all 
sympathy for police problems. 

It is also true that officers engaged in sin 
work are withdrawn from more important 
phases of traffic control and law enforcement. 
While scores of morally innocent, yet technical- 
ly guilty drivers may be caught unaware at 
some outlying spot, to contribute their fines to 
the city treasury, hundreds of violations involv- 
ing not only delay in traffic flow, but actual 
danger, are occurring in other sections of the 
city. These more serious infringements could 
at least be lessened if the officers operated in 
the more congested areas. 

The police face a difficult problem. They 
deserve patient co-operation by all citizens. But, 
if they are to receive that public sympathy, they 
should not operate “speed traps” or other tricks 
which tend to breed resentment and distrust, 
rather than the spirit of willing law obseryance, 


Foul Tactics 
Stephen T. Early, secretary to President 
Roosevelt, has authored an article for the cur- 


rent issue of The Saturday Evening Post. It is . 
titled “Below the Belt,” and tells some of the. 


fantastically malicious attacks and charges 
that have been made against the President dur- 
ing the six years he has been in office. 

Some of the disclosures made by Mr. Early 
would be unbelievable, were they not supported 
by direct quotations and, in each case, by the 
desirable, though hardly necessary, refutation. 
Unnecessary refutation, because these vicious 


“canards are so far-fetched they defeat their 


ends. No person of ordinary intelligence but 
knows, immediately, they are false from start 
to finish. 

Many Americans, however, knew already 
that such poisonous slander was being dissem- 
inated. Because it has reached them, in one 
form or another. It is interesting, however, to 
learn that the man chiefly affected, the Presi- 
dent himself, is likewise familiar with this type 
of squid, that copies of the stuff are filed in 
their special place in the White House records. 

It is probable the nauseous flood of this kind 
of stuff will increase in volume for the next few 
months. Whether or not the President is a 
candidate for a third term his policies, the New 
Deal, will inevitably be the leading issue in the 
primaries and election of 1940. Decent Ameri- 
cans have the right, of course, to attack those 
policies in decent manner. 

But the campaigns of slander, of whispered 
foulness. of wild rumor and of lie should have 
no place in this country. Regardless of politi- 
cal sympathies, irrespective of personal opinion 
about Roosevelt or his policies. no man or wom- 
an of ordinary intelligence or honor will permit 
anyone to whisper “nastinesses with a purpose” 
into his ears during any campaign.

ALABAMA AND THE NEW DEAL 
(From The Montgomery Advertiser.) 

No wonder this state is overwhelmingly for 
the New Deal! We have been on the receiving 
end. 

Whether we are following a_ short-sighted 
policy or not is a question worth debating; but 
right now the figures on what we have given and 
received look good to Alabama eyes. 

In the five *and a half years up to the end 
of 1938 Alabama paid in federal taxes $68,160,728. 

In the same period Alabama received more 
than that in farm subsidies and almost twice that 


Farm subsidies to Alabamfma farmers in the 
five and a half years amounted to $72,751,409.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEM WASHINGTON, June 9.—The 


struggles es of the monopoly com-= 
mittee have revealed how difficult it is to educate public opinion in 


. the great economic issues of our time, which are so much more 


complex than the political issues of earlier generations. Yet this 
educational problem is probably the fundamental one, for, if the 
issues are understood, they will be intelligently dealt with. And so 
light on the problem deserves recording, even at a moment when 
all the world is preoccupied with parades and garden parties. 

The matter has rarely been discussed more interestingly than_at 
a meeting of the powers-that-be in government and business whith 
took place in New York not so long ago. The p of the gath- 
ering was to introduce Jerome Frank and Leon Henderson, the 
SEC’s new chairman and new commissioner, to a group of leading 
brokers, bankers, industrialists and lawyers, including such men as 
Carle Conway, of Continental Can; Harold Stanley, of Morgan, Stan- 
ley & Co.; George Whitney, of J. P. Morgan & Co.; Sidney Wein- 
berg, of Goldman-Sachs, and James Fogarty, of North American. 

Incidentally, the story really needs to be told, since the meeting 
gave rise to a Wall Street rumor, as such meetings will. This rumor 
was that Frank and Henderson made a personal attack on Owen D. 
Young for his testimony before the monopoly committee, and that a 
‘phase of the committee hearings was suspended in fear of more of 
the same from other business leaders. Accounts of the meeting 
from businessmen who were present reveal that the rumor now 
credited by so many other businessmen in the nation’s financial 
districts is quite without foundation. 


OBSCURING THE FACTS The discussion of the problem of 


public education was _ initiated 
when Conway remarked that it an time to recognize the public 
character of such great industries as his own. He suggested that 
representatives of the can-makers, for example, and representatives 
of the government, labor and the consumer ought to be able to meet 
periodically to settle knotty questions of prices, production sched- 
ules and so forth. Frank and Henderson replied that, while the 
idea was interesting, it ran counter to the accepted notions é6f the 
government-business relationship, and, if it was even to be tested, 
public education would have to come first. 

That brought up, in turn, the monopoly committee’s efforts, first, 
to discover and, second, to teach the central facts of competition, 
monopoly and the other great economic issues. Frank and Hender- 
son suggested eagerly that, with regard to the facts, on which gov- 
ernment and business could agree, both sides should get together 
to dramatize them. They added that, so far, co-operation in this 
field had proved difficult, and cited as a specific instance Owen 
Young’s monopoly committee testimony. 

Both had the highest praise for Young personally, and they de- 
scribed his statement on the relation of his company to the capital 
markets, on which he had been called to testify, as one of the most 
succinct, well organized and intelligent ever heard in Washington. 
At the same time, they pointed out that the exceedingly important 
point he made, concerning his campany’s virtual financial inde- 
pendence, had been quite obscured’by the attack on the federal tax 
system with which he closed his testimony. If he had let the tax 
system alone, said Frank, the public might have learned the vital 
fact of the self-sufficiency of large corporations. At is was, Young’s 
opinion on taxes was what the man in the street got out of the 
day’s hearing. 


SPEECH ON FREE SILVER A friendly argument ensued, in 


which Frank, Henderson and 
George Whitney were the chief participants. Henderson and Frank 
stuck to their point, that the real need was to get the facts across. 
Whitney argued that Young’s opinions on taxes were valid and also 
deserved to be aired. Henderson and Frank replied that. whether 
valid or not (and both admitted that they agreed with certain state- 
ments of Young’s while dissenting from others), Young’s tax opin- 
ions ought to have been aired at another time and place. The dis- 
cussion ended in a general laugh when Frank said that the Young 
tax system reminded him of the old story of the man at the wake, 
who finished the eulogies by remarking that, if no one had any 
more to tell about the deceased, he would like to give a short talk

QUESTIONS I’VE BEEN ASKED. 

Will you please name the Jewish 
months and the English month each 
represents. 

The Jewish month of Nisan cor- 
responds approximately to April; 
Iyar to May; Sivan to June; Tam- 
muz to July; Av to August; Elul to 
September; Tishri to October; 
Cheshvan to November; Kislev to 
December; Tavas to January; 
Shevat to February, and Adar to 
March. 

The Jewish New Year begins on 
the first day of the Jewish month 
of Tishri, which is, according to 
Jewish tradition, theoretically the 
starting point of Jewish Chro- 
nology. However, in the foregoing 
list of the months, Nisan is given 
first because in Exodus 12:2, the 
Israelites are commanded to con- 
sider Nisan, the month of the Exo- 
dus from Egypt, as the first of the 
months. Hence the Jewish New 
Year really falls on the first of the 
seventh month in the Jewish cal- 
endar.

If that failed I 
would try for a job in a filling station, or as an apprentice to.an 
electrician or a plumber, or as a clerk behind a counter, or as an 
errand boy. 

“I would try to get some work to do with my hands. 

“T have been more or less a mechanic since I was 16. In my 
early days in a bicycle plant. I went to a technical school at night, 

“Nowadays in America youngsters went a college education, 
That is all right. I would probably want one, too. But I wouldn’t, 
if I knew what I know now, let the college education interfere with 
my practical education as a mechanic. 

“Last summer I talked a good deal with some young college 
seniors. They all seemed worried about how they would get their 
start in life. I suggested that they go out and try to get a job 
working with their hands: filling station, factory, store, machine: 
shop. They thought I was joking. 

“Now, these were pretty good, average, decent, intelligent young 
Americans.: The fact that they feared to go to work with their 
ae indicates there is something wrong with our system of 

aining. 


“There is nothing humble about the position of a mechanic. 
Even with all our unemployment, the top-rank skilled mechanic is 
still the most sought-after man you cah find. The genius of Amer- 
ica is production; and a large percentage of our productive enter- 
— are headed by men who have come up from the worker’s 

ench. 


“Why is it, then, that so fhany of our youngsters today ‘want to 
start their careers sitting at a desk, with no more manual and prac- 
tical skill than to operate a telephone? They aren’t weak; on an 
average they are stronger and healthier than we are. Why, then, 
their dread of manual labor? 


“The pioneers were men of little education. So were the immi- 
grants. Consequently there grew up in America a great reverence 
for book learning. From this came many good things. It provided 
the urge for universal education in America. 

“I am not belittling education. What I am trying to say is that 
a person educated entirely through books is only half educated, 
There is a kind of practical knowledge and good sense which can 
flow: into.the brain only through the use of the ha 


DR. HUTCHINS DEPLORES Dr. Robert M. ‘thtehins, presi~ 

dent of the University of Chi- 
cago, writing in the London Times an articlé on American educa- 
tion, deplores the fact that American universities have been forced 
to take on vocational education instead of leaving that to vocational 
schools. He said, in part: 

“What the customers want*is in general secial standing and vo- 
cational training. It is unfortunate that nothing short of the B. A. 
degree is regarded as an adequate contribution ‘on the part of the 
educational system to the social advancement of the student. If, 

as in England, graduation from a public schoo) (in the English sense 
of that name) were regarded as meeting the social requirements of 
education, we should get rid of students who want nothing else from 
education two or three years earlier than we do now. Our inability 
to do so has led to enormous wastage of our resources. 


“Pressure for vocational training has ted.to the disintegration 
of the course of study. Almost any American university, in addition 
to teaching law, medicine, theology, and engineering, will offer 
instruction in journalism, business, librarianship, social service, edu- 
cation, nursing, forestry, diplomacy, pharmacy, veterinary surgery, 
and public administration. Any occupational group that wishes to 
dignify itself may call itself a profession and demand that the uni- 
versities and colleges give instruction in its field. Because the in- 
stitutions need the money and because they have no very intelligi- 
ble notion of what their curriculum should be anyway, they yield. 
They train hotel managers, beauty shop operators, real estate men, 
news photographers, or anything else for which there is a large 
enough demand. An American university will teach anything which 
will attract philanthropy or student fees. The result.is chaos.” 


HIGH SCHOOL TRAINING All of which brings us back to 

high schools. Sixty per cent of 
the young people’ who are of high school age, 14-18, are actually 
enrolled in high school. 

In Georgia only 17 per cent of the high school graduates go cn 
to college and 43 per cent drop out after the first year: Obviously

Few things in human experience cut so deep and hurt so unbear- 
ably as the sincere contempt and scorn of one’s fellow creatures. 

One who is insulted or profanely bawled out is more likely to 
feel resentment than shame. He may answer back, and the feeling 
of being wronged may give him a new sense of virtue. 

But there is no way to answer silence, and that may explain 
why the silent scorn of neighbors is more effective than reproaches. 

I hope you will never feel it, but you will in time unless you 
learn how to be a good neighbor. 

Thoughtful consideration for neighbors, and careful regard for 
their rights, is the very foundation of civilization. « This is so ftinda- 
mental and vital that all people seem to know it instinctively} even’ 
if they can’t put it into words. 

Being a nuisance to the neighbors is such a breach of elemental 
good manners—such an exhibit of uncivilized behavior—that it in- 
vites and receives universal scorn. People may not express it- in 
words, but they feel it—and lock it.

You don’t let a cow wander into your neighbor’s yard, or keep 
uncovered garbage to breed flies, or keep a howling dog.

GOOD MORNING 
By LOUIE D. NEWTON. 


Sunday’s lesson, Corinthians, 
Galatians and Thessalonians, deals 
with certain problems in the 
churches at Corinth, Galatia and 
Thessalonica. These churches had 
been constituted by Paul and his 
associates, and on his second mis- 
sionary journey, he discovered 
that the young and inexperienced 
churches were encountering real 
difficulties, both within and with- 
out. | 

Corinth, for example, was a 
very wicked city, notably its vices 
and shameful licentiousness. The 
influence of these entrenched evils 
had weakened the testimony of 
the early Christians in Corinth. 
And added to these immoral in- 
fluences, the church at Corinth 
was inwardly rent with schisms. 
There were four parties in the 
church—the followers of Paul, the 
followers of Apollos, the follow- 
ers of Peter and the followers of 
Christ, each calling themselves 
after these names. 

Galatia was a small mountain- 
ous district in central Asia Minor. 
Paul, while on his second missionary 
journey, was stricken seriously ill 
in Galatia, and during his long 
stay there led in the founding of 
a church. Upon his return he 
found dissension at Galatia, due 
chiefly to Judaizing agents who 
had raised every imaginable ques- 
tion regarding Paul. 

Thessalonica, situated at the 
head of the Thermaic Gulf, was 
tthe metropolis of Macedonia, and 
was composed of a mixed popula- 


tion of Jews, Greeks and Ro- 


mans. Paul went to Thessalonica 
following his Philippian ministry, 
and although he was driven from 
the community by Jewish perse- 
cution, he managed to constitute 
a church before leaving. : 

Discovering these disturbing el- 
ements in the three churches 
above described, Paul wrote let- 
ters to them, the letters bearing 
the names of the epistles which 
form the basis of the study for 
Sunday. In each of these letters 
he goes directly to the heart of 
the disrupting influences, clearly 
diagnosing the situation and ap- 
pealing to the Christians in each 
place to give up their lustful in- 
dulgences, and to refrain from 
further quarreling over factions 
and leaders. He dismissed the 
suggestion of any true Christian 
calling himself Pauline, Petrine, 
or any other human leader. Only 
Christ can satisfy the heart’s de- 
sire for leadership. All of which 
is well expressed in the golden 
text, “Let your conversation be 
as it becometh the Gospel of 
Christ,” Philippians, 1:27. 

Churches today may have some 
of the same problems that Paul 
found at Corinth, Galatia and 
Thessalonica, and his solution is as 
good today as it was when he 
wrote these !etters.

that there will be an immediate 
and complete collapse of govern- 
ment in Georgia unless additional 
revenue is provided,” Parker’s 
formal statement said. 

“IT would prefer (1) increasing 
the chain store tax, (2) increas- 
ing the tax on intangibles and (3) 
a high luxury tax. I have always 
fought a sales tax but, if it be- 
comes necessary upon the failure 
of these other revenue measures, I 
will then support a general sales 
tax, provided it contains a pro- 
vision that will prohibit any part 
of the money raised to go to over- 
head costs, so that every dollar 
of it will be used for the benefits 
and services above mentioned. 

“The members of the legislature 
should forget factional politics and 
look to the general welfare of the 
old people of this state, of the 
school children, of the crippled 
and blind, and go back in extraor- 
dinary session and do this job for 
Georgia. With this in mind, 
urge the Governor of this state to 
convene the general assembly in 
extraordinary session immediate- 
ly,” he asserted.

Wheat Crop Estimated at 
523,431,000 Bushels. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—(7) 
The Agriculture Department fore- 
cast today that this year’s wheat 


crop would be the smallest since 
the 1936 drouth season, when the 
United States found it necessary 
to import grain. 

On the basis of conditions June 
1, a winter wheat crop of 523,- 
43.,000 bushels was indicated. 
Thi compared with last year’s 
production of 686,637,000 bushels. 

The spring wheat production 


was forecast at between 145,000,- 
000 and 170,090,000 bushels com- 
pared with 244,164,000 bushels 
last year. This would give a to- 
tal crop of between 668,431,000 
and 693,431,000 bushels, compared 
with last year’s harvest of 930,- 
801,000 bushels and 1936’s short 


‘|erop of 626,766,v00. 


Normally, the United States re- 
quires about 750,000,000 bushels 
to supply domestic and export re- 
quirements. 

However, an estimated surplus 
of 275,000,000 bushels from the 
bumper crops of the last two 
years should furnish a reserve 
sufficiently large, officials said, to 
supply all anticipated needs.
